The  twenty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was 
held  in  its  Chambers,  in  the  Court  House,  at  Mineola,  to  organize  on 
Tuesday,  January  3,  1922,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Clerk  Merritt. 

Present,  Supervisors  Burns,  Doughty,  Painter  and  Remsen.  consti- 
tuting the  members  of  the  Board  duly  elected  at  the  General  Election  held 
on  November  8,  1921. 

Absent,  Supervisor  Smith  of  the  Town  of  Hempstead.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Nassau  County  shall  meet 
annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  and  if  said  first  Monday  of 
January  is  a  holiday,  then  on  the  day  following,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  at  the  chambers  of  the  said  board  in  the  building  used  as  the 
County  Court  House  in  Mineola. 

Section  2.    All  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  is  directed  to  file  and  publish  the  same  as  required  by  law.

Passed  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  Sections  13  and  14 
of  the  County  Law,  being  Chapter  11  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Nassau 
held  February  20,  1922,  nine  votes  (being  the  vote  of  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  said  Board),  being  in  favor  of,  and  no 
votes  being  against  its  passage. 

Recitals. 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Manhasset-Lakeville 
Water  District,  of  thq  Town  of  North  Hempstead,  has  applied  to  the 
Town  Board  of  said  Town  for  funds  to  enlarge  the  water  district  supply 
system  in  said  district  pursuant  to  Sections  2'83  to  299  of  the  Town  Law 
and  has  filed  with  said  Town  Board  a  written  statement  specifying  the 
amount  of  money  needed  therefor.

Passed  pursuant  to  authority  conferred  by  the  Highway  Law,  the 
County  Law  and  the  General  Municipal  Law,  as  amended,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Nassau,  held  on  March  13th, 
1922,  nine  votes  (being  the  vote  of  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elected  to  said  Board),  being  in  favor  of,  and  no  votes  against  its  passage. 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Section  269-f  of  the  Highway  Law,  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Highways  of  the  County  of  Nassau  prepared

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  Section  250  of  the  Highway  Law,  as 
amended  that  each  County  in  this  State  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  whole 
of  the  expen.se  of  the  construction,  care,  maintenance,  preservation  and 
repair  of  a  public  bridge  lawfully  constructed  or  to  be  constructed  over 
a  waterway  intersecting  a  County  Road;  and 
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WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  to  raise  a  part  of  amounts  set  forth  in 
said  statement  by  issuing  Certificates  of  Indebtedness  of  the  County;  now, 
therefore

TWENTIETH  MEETING 


May  15,  1922. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  convened  in  its  Cham- 
bers in  the  Court  House  on  Monday,  May  15th,  1922,  at  10  o'clock  in  the 
morning. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Supervisor  Remsen,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  who  directed  the  Clerk  to  call  the  roll.

Report  ordered  filed. 


Mr.  Claude  Van  Dusen,  County  Superintendent  of  the  Poor,  appeared 
before  the  Board  and  stated  that  there  was  very  little  si)ace  left  in  the 
lUxkville  Center  ('emetery  for  the  burial  of  the  County  poor.  He  pre- 
sented the  matter  for  advice  and  consideration. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  when  the  consent  of  the  Board 
was  given  to  establish  a  cemetery  at  l^^lmont,  I^ong  Island,  the  applicant 
olTered  a.  portion  of  the  propcrMy  for  the  burial  of  the  County  pool-. 
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The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  communicate  with  the  Cemetery  Corpo- 
ration, and  report  regarding  same. 


The  matter  of  installing  a  pay  station  by  the  New  York  Telephone 
Company  in  the  operator's  office  on  The  Long  Beach  Bridge  was,  on 
motion  of  Supervisor  Doughty,  referred  to  Supervisor  Smith  with  power 
to  act.

The  Boai'd  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Nassau,  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in 
and  conferred  upon  it,  by  and  through  Chapter  564  of  the  Laws  of  1910, 
entitled:  "An  Act  to  provide  for  County  Roads,  in  certain  counties  ad- 
joining cities  of  the  first  class,"  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and 
supplementary  thereto,  and  by  and  upon  a  concurring  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  elected  to  said  board,  ascertained  and  determined  by  tak- 
ing and  recording  the  ayes  and  nays,  does  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  public  highway  in  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay,  County 
of  Nassau,  and  State  of  New  York,  known  and  designated  as  Glen  Ave- 
nue from  a  point  at  junction  formed  by  the  intersection  of  said  Glen  Ave- 
nue, with  Glen  Cove  Avenue,  a  County  road  and  running  westerly  to 
Prospect  Avenue,  a  distance  of  approximately  4,870  feet;  also  those  public 
highways  in  the  Town  of  North  Hempstead  known  and  designated  as 
Beverly  road  from  a  point  at  the  junction  formed  by  the  intersection  of 
Middle  Neck  Road  with  Beverly  road  and  running  easterly  to  Arleigh 
road,  a  distance  of  approximately  5,100  feet;  also  Arleigh  road  from  a

Section  2.  That  the  County  Engineer,  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  directed 
to  have  maps  prepared  of  said  public  highways,  showing  the  metes  and 
bounds  of  said  roads,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  of  Nassau,  and  said  roads  to  be  hereafter  cared  for  and  main- 
tained by  the  County  of  Nassau. 

Section  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  and  the  Clerk  of 
this  Board  is  directed  to  file  and  publish  the  same  as  provided  by  law.

WHEREAS,  no  part  of  the  amounts  necessary  to  be  raised  for  said 
purposes  as  shown  by  said  supplemental  report  of  the  County  Engineer 
has  been  raised  or  authorized  to  be  raised  except  the  sum  of  $521,000, 
which  has  been  included  in  the  County  Budget  for  the  current  fiscal 
year;  and 

WHEREAS  of  the  total  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  for  said  pur- 
poses as  shown  by  said  supplemental  report  of  the  County  Engineer  and 
not  yet  raised  or  authorized  to  be  raised,  at  least  $1,500,000  is  to  be  used 
for  the  construction,  improvement  and  reconstruction  of  county  roads, 
and  it  is  necessary  to  raise  said  sum  by  issuing  bonds  of  the  County  of 
Nassau;  now,  therefore. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Nassau  do  resolve  and 
enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  issued  bonds  of  the  County  of  Nassau  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $1,500,000,  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  for  the  construction,  improvement  and  reconstruction  of  county 
roads  in  the  County  of  Nas.sau.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  said  supplemental  report  of  the 
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County  Engineer,  so  that  the  amount  expendeds  in  each  town  or  city, 
whether  derived  from  the  taxes  or  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  amount  required  for  said  town  or  city  as  shown  by  said  supple- 
mental report,  and  so  that  the  expenditures  for  construction,  improve- 
ment and  reconstruction  shall  be  made  at  locations  where  said  statement 
shows  such  work  to  be  required. 

Section  2.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  in  number,  num- 
bered from  1  to  1,500,  inclusive,  and  of  the  denomination  of  One  thousand 
dollars,  ($1,000.)  each.  They  shall  be  dated  June  1,  1922,  shall  bear  inter- 
est from  their  date  at  the  rate  of  four  per  sent  (4%),  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually  on  March  1st  and  September  1st  in  each  year.  They  shall 
mature  and  be  payable  as  follows:  one  hundred  and  fifty  bonds  on  Sep- 
tember 1st  in  each  of  the  years  1924  to  1933,  inclusive.  The  principal 
and  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United 
States  of  America  of  or  equal  to  the  present  standard  of  weight  and 
fineness  at  the  office  of  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  County  of  Nassau, 
at  Mineola,  New  York. 

Section  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  coupon  bonds  convertible  at  the  option 
of  the  holder  into  bonds  registered  as  to  principal  and  interest,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  by  the  County 
Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  County  Comptroller,  and  the  seal  of 
the  County  of  Nassau  shall  be  thereunto  affixed  and  attested  by  the 
County  Clerk.  The  coupons  to  be  attached  to  said  bonds  shall  bear  the 
facsimile  signature  of  the  County  Comptroller.

that  the  territory  therein  and  hereinafter  described  be  established  as  a 
fire  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Supervisor  from  said  Town  favors  the  granting 
of  said  application  in  which  opinion  the  remaining  members  of  the 
Board  concur;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Nassau, 
pursuant  to  the  power  and  authority  in  them  vested  by  Section  38  of 
the  County  Law  and  all  acts  amendatory  of  or  supplemental  to  said  sec- 
tion, does  enact  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  territory  particularly  hereinafter  described  in 
the  Town  of  Hempstead,  outside  of  an  incorporated  village  or  city,  and 
within  the  County  of  Nassau,  is  established  as  a  fire  district.

BEGINNIN(}  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  bank  of  Cedar  Swamp  Creek 
or  Brook  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2500)  feet  south  of  the  southerly 
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line  of  the  Merrick  Road,  when  measured  at  right  angles  thereto;  thence 
running  Northerly  along  the  Easterly  bank  of  Cedar  Swamp  Creek  or 
Brook  and  continuing  Northerly  along  the  Easterly  bank  of  Cedar 
Swamp  Creek  or  Brook  to  the  Long  Island  Railroad;  thence  running 
Northerly  along  said  Creek  or  Brook  to  a  point  on  the  Dam  of  the  Res- 
ervoir of  the  City  of  New  York  property;  and  thence  running  Northerly 
in  a  straight  line  to  the  East  Bank  of  the  Easterly  Branch  of  Cedar 
•Swamp  Creek  or  Brook;  thence  running  Norther-ly  along  the  Easterly 
Bank  of  the  East  Branch  of  Cedar  Swamp  Creek  or  Brook  to  Camp  Ave- 
nue and  continuing  northerly  in  a  straight  line  to  a  point  Two  hundred 
(200)  feet  North  of  the  Northerly  line  of  Camp  Avenue,  when  measured 
at  right  angles  thereto;  thence  running  Easterly  parallel  to  the  North 
line  of  Camp  Avenue  and  Two  hundred  (200)  feet  distant  therefrom  to 
Newbridge  Road;  then  running  Northerly  along  the  Easterly  line  of 
Newbridge  Road  to  a  point  Two  hundred  (200)  feet  north  to  Beltagh 
Avenue  (sometimes  known  as  Camp  Avenue),  when  measured  at  right 
angles  thereto;  then  running  Easterly  parallel  to  the  Northerly  line  of 
Beltagh  Avenue  and  Two  hundred  (200)  feet  distant  therefrom  to  the 
westerly  bank  of  Jones'  Brook  or  the  hollow  of  Jones'  Brook;  thence 
Southerly  along  the  westerly  Bank  of  Jones'  Brook  to  where  it  enters 
Jackson's  Creek;  thence  continuing  Southerly  along  the  Westerly  Bank 
of  Jackson's  Creek  (also  known  as  Bellmore  Creek)  to  a  point  Two 
thousand  five  hundred  (2500)  feet  South  of  the  South  line  of  the  Merrick 
Road,  when  measured  at  right  angles  thereto;  thence  running  westerly 
parallel  to  the  southerly  line  of  Merrick  Road  and  distant  Two  thousand 
five  hundred  (2500)  feet  therefrom  to  the  point  or  place  of  beginning. 

Provided,  however,  that  said  district  shall  not  extend  in  any  direc- 
tion to  exceed  one  mile  from  the  nearest  engine,  hose  or  hook  or  ladder 
house  located  within  said  district. 

Section  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  the  Clerk  of 
this  Board  is  directed  to  file  and  publish  the  same  as  required  by  law,  in 
the  official  newspapers.

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WHEREAS,  Wilbur  Southard,  Birdsall  Jackson  and  Frederick  Kropp 
and  others,  resident  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hempstead  have 
presented  a  verified  petition  for  the  creation  of  a  proposed  Fire  District 
outside  of  an  incorporated  village  or  city  and  within  the  Town  of  Hemp- 
stead, County  of  Nassau  and  it  appearing  that  said  verified  petition  is 
signed  and  verified  by  the  resident  owners  of  more  than  one-half  (%)  of 
the  taxable  real  property  of  said  proposed  Fire  District,  owned  by  the 
residents  thereof,  and  said  petition  having  been  presented  and  filed  with  • 
this  Boai'd,  praying  that  the  territory  therein  and  hereinafter  described 
be  established  as  a  Fire  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  supervisors  of  said  Town  favor  the  granting  of  said 
application,  in  which  opinion,  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  con- 
cur. 

Now,  therefore,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  of  the  County  of  Nassau, 
pursuant  to  the  power  and  authority  in  them  vested  by  sections  38  and 
39  of  the  County  Law  (B.  C.  G.)  Cons.  Laws  of  1909  and  the  Laws  Amen- 
datory thereto  and  supplemental  thereof,  and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  of  the  members  present,  it  is  enacted  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  territory  particularly  hereinafter  described  in  the 
Town  of  Hempstead,  outside  of  an  incorporated  village  or  city  and  with- 
in the  Town  of  Hempstead,  County  of  Nassau,  is  hereby  established  as 
a  Fire  District.    The  following  is  a  description  of  said  district: 

BEGINNING  at  the  intersection  of  Flat  Creek  with  Jackson  Creek, 
running  thence  northerly  along  the  westerly  bank  of  Jackson's  Creek 
to  the  Bellmore  Public  Dock,  so-called,  running  thence  northerly  to  the 
Babylon  Turnpike  at  its  intersection  with  the  West  line  of  property  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  thence  northerly  and  easterly  along  the  lines  of 
the  property  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  the  middle  of  Hogshead  Road, 
so  called,  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  Hines  Brook  at  the  centre  of 
the  bridge  on  said  road,  thence  northerly  along  Hines  Brook  crossing 
Wilson  Avenue  and  still  northerly  to  the  intersection  of  Hines  Brook 
with  the  Highway  leading  from  McFarland's  store  (otherwise  known  as 
Beltagh  Avenue);  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  line  of  said  Beltagh 
Avenue  to  its  intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Jeffrey  Road  (otherwise 
known  as  Oakfield  Avenue),  thence  northerly  along  the  center  of  said 
Oakfield  Avenue  to  a  point  three  (3)  miles  distant  from  the  Wantagh 
Fire  Hall,  thence  running  east  to  the  centre  of  Wantagh  Avenue  at  a 
point  distant  three  (3)  miles  from  Wantagh  Fire  Hall,  thence  southerly 
along  the  center  of  Wantagh  Avenue  to  its  intersection  with  the  divid- 
ing line  between  the  William  B.  Seaman  farm  and  the  Bulling  farm 
(so-called)  thence  easterly  along  said  dividing  line  to  the  northeasterly 
corner  of  the  Bulling  Farm;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly  line  of 
the  Bulling  Farm,  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  the  Young- 
heim.  Hunt,  Wicks,  Boos,  Seligman  and  Dengler  farms  to  the  southeast 
corner  of  said  Dengler 's  farm;  thence  westerly,  southerly  and  easterly 
along  land  of  John  Wiebel  to  the  easterly  line  of  Fred  Southard's  farm; 
thence  southerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  said  Fred  Southard's  farm  to 
the  center  line  of  South  Jerusalem  Avenue,  thence  easterly  along  the  cen- 
ter line  of  Jerusalem  avenue  to  the  center  line  of  the  pipe  where  the  stream 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill  east  of  Well's  property  crosses  Jerusalem  Avenue, 
thence  southerly  along  the  center  line  of  said  stream  or  water  course  to 
the  head  of  Covert's  I'ond,   thence  southesterly,  southerly  and  south- 
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westerly  along  the  easterly  dam  of  said  Covert's  Pond  to  the  center  of 
the  Main  Stream  which  is  the  outlet  of  said  pond,  thence  southerly 
along  this  stream  known  as  Covert's  Brook  or  James  Brook  to  its  in- 
tersection with  the  center  line  of  the  Merrick  Road,  thence  southerly 
along  the  center  line  of  the  James  Brook  or  Creek  (otherwise  known  as 
Seaman's  Creek)  to  its  intersection  with  Island  Creek,  thence  southerly 
and  southwesterly  along  the  westerly  bank  of  Island  Creek  to  its  inter- 
section with  Flat  Creek,  thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  bank  of 
Flat  Creek  to  its  intersection  with  Jackson's  Creek  at  the  point  or  place 
of  beginning. 

Provided,  however,  that  said  District  shall  not  extend  in  any  direction 
to  exceed  one  mile  from  the  nearest  engine,  hose  or  ladder  house  located 
within  said  District,  nor  to  exceed  three  miles  from  the  nearest  station 
at  which  an  automobile  fire  engine,  or  automobile  chemical  engine  is 
maintained  within  the  District. 

Section  2:  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  and  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  is  directed  to  file  and  publish  the  same  as  directed  by  law.

A  communication  was  read  from  the  County  Engineer,  that  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  final  test  of  the  Bascule  Span  of  The  Long  Beach 
Bridge  was  made  on  May  13,  1922,  and  the  bridge  opened  for  traffic  on 
March  18,  1922,  the  Long  Beach  Lighting  Company  should  be  notified 
that  the  current  consumed  following  that  date  should  be  charged  against 
the  County.

of  the  annual  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  town  board 
shall  cause  a  certified  copy  of  the  report  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  town,  or  if  there  be  none  published  therein,  then  in  a 
newspaper  published  within  the  county  and  having  the  greatest  circu- 
lation within  the  town.  The  expense  of  such  publication,  which  shall  not 
exceed  ten  dollars,  shall  be  a  town  charge.  The  clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  transmit  three  copies  of  the  journal  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  board  containing  such  report  to  the  commission  and  three  copies 
to  the  comptroller.

REPORT  ON  THE  PROBATION  WORK  IN  NASSAU  COUNTY 


Visited  by  the  Assistant  Secretary,  Edward  M.  Toole,  April  21,  1922 

At  the  close  of  March  Mr.  Francis  Hammill,  County  Probation  Offi- 
cer, had  under  his  supervision  thirty-five  men  and  three  women  received 
from  the  Supreme  and  County  Courts;  twenty  men,  two  women  and 
eleven  boys  from  Town  and  Villag-e  Courts,  making  a  total  of  seventy- 
one  cases  on  probation.  Money  collections  for  the  month  of  March 
amounted  to  $441;  $391  of  which  was  received  for  family  support  and  $50 
for  restitution. 

Preliminary  Investigations 

Preliminary  investigations  are  ma-de  in  practically  every  case.  These 
investigations  appear  to  be  unusually  thorough  and  the  information  se- 
cured is  typewritten  on  the  invcstigalion  lilank.  An  oral  report  of  the 
officer's  findings  is  made  to  the  judge  and  the  investigation  report  is 
filed  in  the  case  folder. 

Home  Visits 

The  probation  officer  has  ha<d  an  average  of  thirty-five  cases  on  pro- 
bation from  the  Supreme  and  County  Courts  since  July  1,  1921,  during 
which  time  one  hundred  and  forty-three  home  visits  were  made  or  an 
average  of  one  visit  every  two  months  to  each  probationer.  Prom  the 
courts  of  towns  and  villages  the  number  of  persons  on  probation  has 
averaged  thirty-seven  during  the  last  nine  months  during  which  time 
two  hundred  and  sixty-three  home  visits  were  reported,  making  an  aver- 
age of  twenty-nine  home  visits  a  month  to  these  cases.  It  will  be  seen 
from  the  above  figures  that  home  visits  to  probationers  from  the  Supreme 
and  County  Courts  are  made  in  approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  the  cases 
each  month;  while  in  the  cases  on  probation  from  the  Justices'  Courts, 
approximately  seventy-five  per  cent  are  visited  each  month.  As  the  pro- 
bationers received  from  the  Supreme  and  County  Courts  have  been  con- 
victed of  more  serious  offenses,  it  would  appear  that  the  stress  should 
be  placed  on  home  visits  in  these  cases.  Dates  of  visits  and,  other  infor- 
mation regarding  the  conduct,  employment  of  probationers,  etc.,  are 
typewritten  on  the  case  history  form.  These  case  histoi'ies  are  complete 
and  entered  to  date. 

Reporting 

All  probationers  are  required  to  report  to  the  probation  officer.  Most 
cases  report  weekly,  a  few  cases  report  every  two  weeks  and  occasionaHly 
a  case  is  allowed  to  rei)ort  monthly.  This  depends  upon  the  nature  of  the 
offense  and  the  general  i)rogress  made  hy  the  probationer. 

In  general  probationers  rei)ort  at  the  ])roliation  office.  There  are, 
however,  a  few  ca.ses  that  are  instructed  to  report  on  Sunday  mornings 
to  the  officer  at  his  home.  This  is  done  in  selected  cases  where  week- 
day reporting  would  work  hardship  on  probationers  by  causing  them  to 
leave  their  places  of  employment  or  perhaps  it  might  give  und(^sirable 
publicity  to  the  prol)ationer.  The  few  probationers  who  do  not  report 
at  the  office  of  the  i)robation  officer  or  at  his  home  are  required  to  sub- 
mit weekly  or  l)i-weekly  written  reports  end()rs(>d  by  a  resi)onsible  per- 
son as  frcfiucntly  as  I  lie  ()ffic(M-  deems  necessai-y. 
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A  complete  record  of  all  reports  is  kept  on  the  case  history  form  and 
all  written  reports  and  correspondence  are  filed  in  the  case  folder. 

Mental  and  Physical  Examinations 

Mental  and  physical  examinations  are  made  when  in  the  opinion  of 
the  probation  officer  such  examinations  are  necessary.  A  clinic  is  held 
at  Mineola  on  Mondays  of  each  week  by  the  doctors  connected  with  the 
Kings  Park  Hospital.  Mr.  Hammill  has  probationers  in  need  of  mental 
treatment  appear  at  the  clinic.  Physical  examinations  are  made  by  a 
physician  from  the  Nassau  County  Hospital.  The  probation  officer  en- 
deavors to  carry  out  the  recommendation  made  by  the  physicians  as  far 
as  it  is  possible. 

Personal  Service  to  Probationers 

Mr.  Hammill  secures  the  necessary  assistance  for  cases  requiring  ma- 
terial help.  He  assists  probationers  in  obtaining  work  and  keeps  a  di- 
rectory of  employers. 

Discharge,  Re-arrest  and  Commitment 

Since  July  1,  1921,  fifty  cases  were  classified  as  discharged  with  im- 
provement. The  discharge  of  probationers  from  the  County  Court  is 
made  by  the  County  Judge  in  open  court  and  the  discharge  of  proba- 
tioners from  the  justices'  courts  is  made  by  the  probation  office.  In  the 
past  nine  months,  five  cases  were  discharged  without  improvement,  four 
were  re-arrested  and  committed  and  four  were  classified  as  absconders. 

Records 

The  records  kept  by  Mr.  Hammill  are  excellent.  Only  the  forms  rec- 
ommended by  the  Commission  are  used.  All  cases  are  indexed  and  the 
folder  system  is  used.  All  investigations,  case  histories,  reporting  dates, 
etc.,  are  typewritten  and  kept  entered  to  date. 

The  probation  officer  deserves  much  credit  for  the  well  organized  of- 
fice and  for  the  systematic  manner  in  which  he  keeps  his  records. 

Money  collections  and  disbursements  are  posted  in  the  cash  book,  all 
cash  is  deposited  to  the  probation  officer's  account  and  paid  to  the  bene- 
ficiary by  check.  Money  orders  received  are  endorsed,  the  number  re- 
corded and  then  delivered  to  the  beneficiary. 

Location  of  Office  and  Equipment 

The  probation  office  is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  county 
court  house.  It  is  largo,  bright  and  modern  in  every  respect,  being  fur- 
nished with  adequate  and  up  to  date  equipment.  A  clerk-stenographer 
has  been  provided  to  assist  the  officer  in  his  office  work. 

Co-operation 

In  cases  of  girls  and  women  placed  on  probation  the  services  of  a 
competent  woman  volunteer  officer  is  used.  The  officer  also  receives  the 
co-operation  of  the  Nassau  County  Association,  the  local  chapter  of  the 
Red  Cross,  the  Lawrence  Relief  Association  and  one  or  two  other  pri- 
vate organizations. 
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The  officer  attends  every  session  of  the  county  court,  and  visits  the 
justices'  courts  whenever  cases  are  brought  up  for  disposition.  Satur- 
days are  devoted  to  receiving  reports  at  the  probation  office  and  on  Sun- 
day mornings  reports  are  received  by  Mr.  Hammill  at  his  home. 

About  one-half  of  the  officers'  time  is  spent  in  the  court  and  in  office 
work  and  the  remainder  is  spent  in  the  field. 

The  Commission  points  out  that  the  county  probation  officer  is  now 
supervising  as  many  probationers  as  one  officer  can  adequately  super- 
vise. With  tlie  establishment  of  the  County  Juvenile  Court  the  services 
of  two  additional  probation  officers  are  suggested. 

As  a  result  of  this  investigation  the  following  recommendations  are 
made: 

1.  That  two  assistants  be  appointed,  one  of  whom  shall  be  an  as- 
sistant woman  probation  offcer  to  handle  all  female  cases. 

2.  That  more  frequent  home  visits  be  made.

II.     IMPROVEMENTS  AND  CHANGES. 

(P.  \l.  iiulicalcs  action  taken  to  remedy  a  defect  previously  mentioned  in 
reports  of  Stale  I^oard  of  Charities.) 

1.  Tht'  ;iew  building  for  (lie  c-arc  of  advanced  cases  is  completed 

l>ut  not  yet  (-(luipped. 
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2.  (P.R.)  A  frame  dwelling  on  the  farm  has  been  remodelled  into  two 
five-room  homes,  one  to  be  occupied  by  the  head  farmer  and  family 
and  the  other  as  quarters  for  male  employees.  When  so  occupied  it 
will  obviate  the  necessity  of  both  sexes  having  living  rooms  on  the 
same  corridor  in  the  administration  building. 

3.  (P.R.)  A  two-story  brick  house  has  been  erected  for  the  use  of  the 
Superintendent  and  his  family. 

4.  (P.R.)  An  extension  has  been  addded  to  the  administration  building 
and  two  new  boilers  installed.    This  provideds  a  central  heating  plant 

and  wards  in  the  old  infirmary  are  heated. 

5.  (P.R.)    A  second  resident  physician  has  been  appointed. 

6.  A  garage,  wagon  shed  and  root  cellar  have  been  built. 

7.  Covered  passageways  have  been  erected  connecting  three  buildings, 
namely,  the  old  and  new  infirmary  and  the  administration  building. 

8.  Much  of  the  laundry  ceiling  has  been  replastered  and  similar  repair- 
in  done  through  the  administration  and  old  infirmary  building  due  to 
defects  in  their  original  finish.

IV.   REMARKS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The  now  infirmary  building's  greatest  dimensions  are  136x95  feet. 
It  is  two  stories  and  basement  in  height.  There  are  thirty  single  rooms 
including  an  isolation  suite  of  six  rooms,  and  four  4-bed  wards,  making 
an  addition  of  forty-six  beds  for  care  of  patients.    When  it  is  opened 
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and  patients  removed  from  the  old  infirmary  one  half  of  the  latter  will 
be  devoted  to  the  care  of  children.  An  operating  and  accessory  rooms, 
laboratory,  X-ray  and  dental  rooms  are  provided  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
new  building,  sun  porches  are  available  for  all  its  sick  and  there  is  a 
theatre  in  the  basement;  also  a  solarium  and  a  pit  for  heliotherapy  on 
the  roof  besides  the  usual  work  rooms.  Equipment  of  these  new  quar- 
ters is  to  be  done  promptly. 

The  morgue  has  no  refrigerator.  Ice  is  supplied  as  needed.  The 
mangle  in  the  laundry  is  not  the  most  approved  type. 

There  had  been  no  water  supply  for  about  thirty  hours  on  day  of 
inspection  and  consequent  conditions  were  bad.  This  was  caused  by  a 
break  down  in  one  pump  connected  with  the  deep  well  system.  It  was 
hoped  the  pump  would  be  in  working  order  in  a  few  hours.  A'second 
pump  is  to  be  installed  and  is  much  needed  as  several  water  famines  ot 
about  equal  duration  have  occurred  in  the  two  and  a  half  years  this 
nospital  has  been  open. 

There  is  not  a  locker  for  each  patient  at  present,  but  the  shortage 
will  be  overcome  when  the  new  infirmary  is  open  and  the  slight  over- 
crowding in  male  wards  has  ceased. 

An  additional  tent  of  ten  beds  will  be  used  this  summer  in  the  Chil- 
dren's Camp  carried  on  during  the  vacation  months. 

Flies  were  not  evident  on  day  of  this  inspection  and  both  'old  in- 
firmary and  administration  buildings  were  well  screened.  However,  it 
was  stated  flies  appear  in  hot  weather  and  no  other  cause  than  neighbors' 
manure  beds  can  be  found. 

Active  social  service  and  follow-up  work  is  carried  on  through  the 
county  by  ]iu1ilic  health  nurse  and  a  dispensary  is  conducted  at  Mineola 
in  connection  with  this  activity  and  the  hos])ital. 

The  administration  of  the  institution  and  care  given  patients  seem 
good.  Addtional  employees  will  be  needed  when  the  new  building  is 
ojjened.

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4.  Much  trouble  is  experienced  in  the  winter  and  spring  in  ti'avehng  over 
the  unpaved  roads  between  the  hospital  and  the  railroad  station,  a 
distance  of  some  three  miles.  The  difficulty  extends  to  the  transpor- 
tation of  supplies.

I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  report  of  work  done  by  me  as  County 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of 
Farm  and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York  during  fiscal  year  of  1922. 
I  have  driven  14,872  miles,  of  which  13,960  was  by  auto  and  912  by  rail- 
road. I  attended  two  conferences  of  Weight  and  Measure  Officials,  one 
being  at  Washington,  which  is  known  as  the  National  Conference,  the 
other  being  held  in  Cooperstown,  New  York,  which  as  the  State  confer- 
ence of  the  Sealers  of  the  Counties  and  Cities  as  well  as  the  Officials  of 
the  Department  of  Farm  and  Markets.  Both  of  these  conferences  was 
very  interesting  and  instructive,  as  the  full  time  was  put  in  by  discussions 
relative  to  the  conditions  bearing  on  the  subjects  of  weights  and  measures 
and  marketing  of  foods  throughout  the  country,  the  main  subjects  being 
bread,  meat  and  gasoline. 

It  seems  the  intent  and  purpose,  the  same  being  taken  from  the 
opinions  of  conferences  with  the  different  businesses  of  the  country,  to 
harmonize  the  different  state  laws  so  as  to  make  them  federal  laws 
which  will  do  away  with  many  laws  that  now  conflict  with  interstate 
business.  One  of  the  hardest  propositions  that  has  come  before  the 
conferences  is  the  matter  of  the  different  size  containers  and  baskets 
used  in  the  sale  of  different  commodities.  Investigation  and  data  which 
have  been  collected  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  showed  that  there  was 
over  600  different  styles  and  sizes  of  baskets  used  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  the  different  commodities  upon  the  market.  After  many' confer- 
ences between  manufacturers,  growers  and  Bureau  of  Standards,  as  well 
as  the  Department  of  Weight  and  Measures  of  the  different  states  the 
result  will  be  that  over  500  of  these  containers  will  be  eliminated,  which 
when  done  will  be  a  big  benefit,  not  only  to.  the  consumers,  but  to  the 
manufacturers  as  well. 

Gasoline  pumps,  of  which  there  are  many  styles  and  makes,  have 
been  greatly  improved  upon  through  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
manufacturers. 
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The  general  condition  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  handling  of  the 
different  commodities  throughout  Na-ssau  County  is  very  good  and  more 
so  in  regards  to  the  scales  and  measures  that  are  being  used  as  you  will 
see  by  glancing  over  the  report  the  number  of  scales,  weights  and  meas- 
ures that  has  to  be  condemned  as  very  small  in  comparison  than  it  was 
a?  few  years  ago.

To  the  Honorable  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Nassau  County. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Nassau  Co.  Sana- 
torium, I  herewith  present  the  Second  Annual  Report  of  the  institution. 

The  need  of  such  an  institution  in  Nassau  County  was  clearly  shown 
by  the  over-crowded  condition  of  the  hospital  throughout  the  year,  dur- 
ing the  greater  part  of  which  time  the  census  exceeded  55  with  a  maxi- 
mum of  58  being  cared  for  a  great  part  of  the  year,  with  a  capacity 
provision  for  48.  Many  cases  v/ere  advised  to  undergo  treatment  at 
home  or  were  sent  to  institutions  elsewhere  when  no  spa-ce  was  avail- 
able for  their  reception.  There  has  always  been  a  waiting  list.  The 
patients  already  under  treatment  and  the  children  who  are  at  present 
being  supported  by  the  county  in  outside  institutions,  will  occupy  one- 
half  the  beds  in  the  new  infirmary.  With  its  completion  more  favorable 
cases  will  be  enabled  to  secure  treatment,  since  at  the  present  time  so 
many  beds  are  occupied  by  advanced  cases  whom  it  is  absolutely  essen- 
tial to  admit  in  order  to  prevent  dissemination  of  infection,  but  who  pre- 
sent little  hope  for  material  benefit  from  treatment. 

The  fear  has  been  expressed  that  the  institution  may  be  embarrassed 
by  its  location  near  New  York  City  whose  inhabitants  may  move  into 
the  County  to  secure  treatment.  This  has  not  been  true,  however,  and 
is  easily  obviated  by  requiring  all  applicants  to  have  been  residents 
of  Nassau  County  for  one  year,  which  has  been  the  policy  of  the  institu- 
tion. A  request  by  the  Government  to  treat  ex-service  men  has  had  to 
be  refused. 

With  the  opening  of  the  group  of  buildings  now  under  construc- 
tion, Na.ssau  County  will  have  one  of  the  finest  institutions  in  the  State, 
one  offering  every  facility  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  all  its 
forms;  and  an  institution  of  which  its  citizens  can  be  justly  proud. 
Without  the  co-oporation  of  your  Honorable  Board,  this,  of  course,  would 
have  been  impossible. 

No  camijaign  against  tul»erc;ulosis  can  be  successful  that  does  not 
take  ir)l(j  consideration  the;  treatment  of  the  tuberculous  child  who  is  the 
potential  soui'cc  of  I  lie  i)uImoiiary  tuberculosis  ten  to  twenty  years  hence. 
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The  proper  treatment  in  childhood  will,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases, 
develop  an  immunity  against  adult  T.  B.  This  can,  in  the  future,  be 
taken  care  of  in  the  County  and  is  one  which  has  been  heretofore  neg- 
lected, because  facilities  were  only  provided  for  the  treatment  of  adults. 
The  importance  of  treating  tuberculous  children  has  been  recognized  in 
other  counties  of  the  State  as  evidenced  by  the  recent  opening  of  a  100- 
bed  hospital  in  Onondaga  County  and  by  the  recent  appropriation  of  $300,- 
000.00  by  Montgomery  County  for  the  erection  of  a  children's  pavilion  in 
connection  with  the  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

During  the  school  vacation  preventorium  treatment  was  given  in  a 
Summer  Camp  on  the  grounds,  with  a  capacity  of  thirty,  which  was 
financed  entirely  by  the  Nassau  Covmty  Association.  The  Association 
purchased  eight  tents,  including  one  "Close  to  Nature"  house  and  a 
frame  recreation  building  and  assumed  all  obligations  in  regard  to  the 
camp.  The  success  was  so  ma;rked  that  it  was  decided  to  make  the  camp 
an  annual  feature.  Through  its  tuberculosis  fund,  secured  by  sales  of 
Xmas  Seals,  the  Association  has  been  untiring  in  its  efforts  to  aid  in 
stamping  out  T.  B.  and  has  shown  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Sana- 
torium officials.  Miss  Maren  Johansen  devotes  her  entire  time  to  field 
work  on  T.  B.,  and  Miss  Frances  Barbour  has  been  engaged  as  executive 
secretary  for  T.  B.  to  devote  her  time  to  publicity  and  education.  A  move- 
ment is  under  way  to  secure  a  trained  nutrition  worker  who  will  work 
through  the  schools  and  co-operate  with  the  splendid  work  carried  on 
hy  the  Home  Bureau.  The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  of  the 
Sanatorium,  which  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  favorable  comment  in 
the  County,  and  in  which  the  patients  are  taught  basketry,  woodwork, 
weaving,  knitting,  metal-work,  toy-making,  etc.,  has  been  financed  by 
the  Nassau  Co.  Association.  This  Department  has  been  carried  on  for 
1  1-2  years  and  its  importance  has  been  recognized  by  the  recent  passing 
of  a  law  in  New  York  State  permitting  all  State  Institutions  to  organize 
and  conduct  such  a  department. 

A  Dispensary  called  the  Nassau  Health  Clinic  has  been  established 
in  the  Association's  rooms  where  chest  examinations  are  made  every  two 
weeks  by  the  physicians  of  the  Sanatorium  in  all  contact  ca-ses  and  in 
suspects  referred  by  physicians. 

The  facilities  of  the  Sanatorium  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tu- 
berculosis have  been  utilized  in  a  very  gratifying  manner  by  the  physi- 
cians of  the  County  who  have  referred  several  hundred  patients  for  such 
examination. 

Miss  Bessie  Gassen  became  the  County  T.  B.  Nurse  on  May  1st,  and 
has  carried  on  in  a  very  efficient  manner  all  work  pertaining  to  this 
position,  namely,  organizing  clinics,  directing  the  home  treatment  of 
patients  and  follow-up  work  among  discharged  sanatoriurn  cases;  also, 
educational  work  wherever  possible.  Her  report  of  work  done  is  ap- 
pended. 

Great  commendation  is  due  the  Steward,  Mr.  J.  E.  Mack,  for  the 
careful  attention  given  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution  and  the 
purchasing  of  supplies.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNTY  TUBERCULOSIS  NURSE  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1921. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Nassau  County: 
Gentlemen: 

The  number  of  visits  and  other  statistical  cVMix  given  in  this  report 
is  self-explanatory  as  to  the  actual  work  performed.  However,  it  may 
be  well  to  state  brieflly  that  the  work  this  year  included  the  following  ser- 
vices: 

1.  Home  supervision  of  cases  discharged  from  the  Sanatorium  and 
those  under  the  care  of  private  physicians. 

2.  County  Hospital  Social  Service.  Knowledge  of  condition  and  home 
circumstances  of  patients  in  Sanatorium,  on  waiting  list  or  those 
remaining  at  home. 

3.  Tried  to  remedy  any  unfavorable  condition  arising  in  these  homes 
because  of  illness. 

4.  Secured  admission  for  patients  to  County  Stvnatorium  and  other 
institutions. 

5.  Was  intoroKted  in  general  welfare  of  family  where  there  has  been 
tuberculosis. 
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6.  Was  able  to  determine  when  family  needed  financial  or  other  aid 
Referred  such  cases  to  proper  agencies  and  officials  for  relief. 

7.  Secured  boarding  homes  'for  children  whose  mothers  had  tuber- 
culosis. 

8.  Urged  physical  examination  for  all  those  who  have  come  in 
contact  with  tuberculosis,  especially  children.  Urged  removal  of 
physical  defects  in  children  examined  at  clinics. 

9.  Devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  children  who  remained  at  the 
Summer  Camp. 

10.  Organized  tuberculosis  clinics  in  different  parts  of  the  County. 

11.  Assisted  private  agencies  and  county  officials  in  the  promotion  of 
health  activities. 

For  one  nurse  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  carry  on  this  work. 
We  ai-e  greatly  indebted  to  the  Nassau  County  Association  for  placing 
Miss  M.  Johansen,  R.  N.,  at  the  disposal  of  Dr.  A.  J.  Davis.  Miss 
Johansen  has  rendered  valuable  service  to  this  department.  Her  visits  in 
the  interest  of  tuberculosis  work  and  clinic  service  is  mentioned  elsewhere 
in  this  report.  The  Nassau  Co.  Association  is  also  providing  office  space 
and  telephone  service  to  the  county  nurse.  A  permanent  clinic  room  has 
been  equipped  by  the  Association,  where  tuberculosis  clinics  are  being 
conducted  regularly  twice  monthly. 

The  Summer  Camp  for  undernourished  and  pretubercular  children 
was  also  an  important  feature  of  preventive  tuberculosis  work. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  said  that  today  the  tuberculosis  work  in  the 
county  stands  on  firm  ground.  That  the  nurse  in  her  every  day  contact 
with  physicians  and  lay  persons  has  never  heard  a  word  of  criticism  as 
to  the  management  of  the  hospital.  The  patient  thinks  of  the  hospital 
as  the  place  of  peace,  comfort  and  regained  health.  The  one  time  indig- 
nant tax-payer  is  today  the  proud  participant  of  a  most  humane  work.  The 
popularity  of  the  institution  is  county-wide  and  is  reaching  out  to  every 
corner  of  the  county.
